Justice in Hie suit of the ••Corporation vs. Ring," 
had the offect of rendering the Council powerless 
during '.bo past year for any thing useful, and 
prevented the carrying out of any of thojiumer 
ous improvements intended. During the first 
municipal year the Corporation incurred a liabil- 
ity in the shape of a loan, for tho payment ol 
which as yet means have only been in part pro- 
vided. The proceeds of that loan were expended 
in making streets ; and no doubt you, fellow elec- 
tors, feci with mo that tho liability thus incurred 
should be promptly and faithfully met, and 1 had 
Imped thai during the past year such measures 
would have been adopted by the Corporation as 
would have placed the repayment of the loan be- 
yond doubt, but owing lo tiio Incorporation Act 
being bold to bo invalid, such measures were out 
of our power.

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Young countries, liUo young people, have 
trying ordeals to pass through. No sooner 
are thoy out of one misfortuno thau they are 
into another. Still, with i\ vitality and elas- 
tioity unknown in more waturo years, thoy 
slcake ofl mialortuno as tho fipnniol does the 
water, and aro ready once moro to plunge 
into trouble. As nn infant colony, we have 
had our share of the stumbles and falls ol 
early life, aud with Ihe happy obliviousness 
of past dangers — the utter defiauee of stern 
experience— which characterises childhood, 
still go on our anttflnking way, as if tha 
world were a play-gronnd, nnd our chief oc- 
cupation a hunt after butterflies. From 1808, 
our history is one of official mismanagement 
and abuso. Now it is defaulting, then em- 
bezzoling, and again gross neglect. When 
tho misohief has grown too great for conceal 
went, it foroes itself on public attention, aud 
for a time wo wonder how nueh things can 
be ; but our dear-bought experience never 
teaches ua to amend. It is trua we some 
times punish the guilty when iluy aro dis- 
covered, but wo take no pains to guard 
against future malfearance. 

The evidence which has just beeu given in 
our Police Court in the case against th 
Superintendent of Police, unfolds a stalo ol 
affairs as discreditable to our police depart 
went as il is*injurioufl to tho public interest 
yot, although tho abuses have probably em- 
itted in Victoria since the year 18:"i9, by the 
merest aceideut, wo are first made acquainted 
with the facts in tho Police Court in tbil 
autumn of 18fi4. It is not to be presumed 
however, that duriug all tine period gambler* 
havo been plying their vocation in th« public 
houses of the place, unknown to the public 
Ou the contrary, everybody 6eemed to be 
aware of tho matter but those whoso especial 
duty it was to detect and bring the culprits 
to justice. Occasionally an uafortunntr 
Chinaman would be brought up for winning 
his broiher celestial's money, but it was fre 
quently pointed out by the press, that there 
was much higher game to look niter than the 
Chinese. The " high game,'' however, re 
maioed unmolested. We do not in lend hero, ol 
course, to touch upon tho merits of the case 
whioh was yesterday sent to a higher court 
than that of the Police, but we think there 
has been sufficient .adduced to eIiow how 
much our Police Department requires the 
sweeping hand of reform. A department 
that ha» been a terror to only the uniufluerjo 
tial evil-doer is not tho sort of institution 
required in a colony like our own. 

Playing a game of " faro " is, without 
doubt, morally no worse than belting on 
horse-races ; but so long as Ihe former is 
prohibited by law, justice requires that hi 
Bupporters and abetters should bo punished 
We cannot afford to have the law winked at 
for the foundation ot society depends on iti 
impartial and strict administration. I 
gambling is to be permitted, let il be dorit 
openly, under iho control of and by license 
from tho authorities ; but let it not be said 
that we have laws in Ihe country which we 
cannot enforce. So far, wa have got along 
peacefully and quietly. For a town people*] 
up originally by men of all nationalities, and 
migratory in thoir tendeucies, Victoria has 
been peculiarly exempt from crimes of a 
serious oharacter ; but this satisfactory re 
suit has been in no way owing to tho exer- 
tions of the police. In their case, we hare 
had the evil effects of ill-paid officers. We 
have had men set to watch over the public 
salety, who wore paid the merest pittance 
and that in the most irregular and fitful 
manner. Can it bo wondered at that, under 
such circumstances, the guardianship of the 
public should be subject to influences which 
eat at the vory root of public safety! Are 
members of tho police presumed to be of a 
higher order of human nature than the 
general race of mankind, that temptation 
should come to them in vain? Experience 
teaches us otherwise. We find in all coun- 
tries the necessity of the people watching 
the police as much as tho police? watching 
tho people. If we desire bonesly in any 
branch of tho public service, in fact, wo must 
waich it ; but our first duly is to removo that 
most productive of all moral weaknesses— 
Iho want of money. Our police force is too 
inadequately paid to Lecoino effective. We 
shall have to pay more, and hold out an induce 
oment for a good class of men to enrol thnm- 
bhIvoi in the force. We shall also have to alter 
the whole internal managomunt' of the de- 
partment. A lew days ngo we suggested ihe 
propriety of putting the institution under the 
control of the corporation— into Iho bands ol 
the people. Tho thing will havo to bo done 
sooner or later, as much for (lie sake of econ- 
omy, as for efficiency in protecting public 
property and carrying utit ihe Uw. Wo have 
had enough of departments under Execu- 
tive control. In every one of them 
there has been some glaring abuse that could 
not have exiatod a single day had tho offices 
been in tho gift of tho people. We cannot 
yot obtain responsible government, and so 
assume the management of thu whola of our 
public affairs ; but we can get, through tho 
action of our House of Assembly, an Act of 
Incorporation that will place the police de- 
partment completely under Iho control of the 
inhabitants. Lot our Legislature look to it, 
and not be carried away by the d/ivelliog ol 
theso who would oppose la-morrow, if they 
dare, the right on Iho purl ol the people to 
make their own laws. 

Tun Grand Jury assembled yesterday, 
and alter returning true bills against Charles 
Grammns, charged with being in the posses* 
Bion of stolen proporly bolonging to the lata 
George Robert*, a man named Hannan, in- 
dieled lor culling and wounding an Indian ut 
Naiiaitno, and the three sailors of tho John 
Stephenson charged with piracy on tho high 
esas, adjourned till Thursday next. 

Tim OuaKOI or Brumby. — Prom the re- 
port of the proceedings in thu Poliuo Court, 
it will be seen that Horace Smith, Superin- 
tendent of Police, has been sent up to Iho 
higher court for trial on the charge preferred 
■gainst him by ox-Sergeant Wilmor. Mr 
MoCrelght, nominal for tho aoouacd, declined 
lo disclose Iho naturu of iho defuneu which be 
will sot up. 

Toe Ball at Nkw Wkstminctkb. — The 
Hudson Bay Company bsve invited tho nfli- 
cors of tho fleet to go to Now Westminster 
on board the steamer Enterprise and return 
by her. The gunboat Forward will proba 
bly convoy tho band of H. M. 8. Sutlej to 
Wevr Westminster on Monday.

LStllSLATIVK COUNCIL. 

Tho Speaker read a communication from 
tho Legislative Council slating that they 
would bo happy to meet the Assembly in 
conference on tho Hamsters' Bill on Monday 
next, at 3 o'clock. 

CHIEF JUSTICE SALARY DILL. 

This bill camo down from Iho Legislative 
Council with an amendment to the short title. 

Tho Speaker said it was a money bill, and 
not subject to amendment by tho Legislative 
Council ; but us the amendment might be 
looked on a§ a clerical one it might b« 
allowed to pass. 

Tho bill as amended wbb accordingly 
agreed to. 

FLOUR MILLS. 

Tho resolution passed in committee yester- 
day came up for adoption. 

Air. DqCosmos moved its recommitment, 
us Ihe bum was too small. Agreed to. 

The liouse went into Committee, Mr. 
Cochrane in the chair, ou tho 
CORONER'S hill. 

Dr. Dickson said tho only object of this 
bill was to extend the English law, as it now 
exists, to this colony. Tho law here at present 
was very ntnbigaous and unsaiislactory. 
I'hu following schedule of foes had boon 
prepared, and wore approved ol by the faculty 
generally : 

Medical inspection aud evidence, S10; 
Partial post mortem examination, S'.'O ; Com- 
plete, do S25 ; chemical analysis, at thu discre- 
tion of tjjo Coroner ; For e'very mile, which 
any medical piactiiioner shall be compelled 
to travel from the usual place of his abode, 
to attend an inquisition, the further sum of 
50 cents per mile shall be paid to him, and 
lor every mile which any Coroner shall he 
compelled to travel for the like purpose, the 
expenses actually and reasonably incurred 
shall be allowed ; witnesses' remuneration and 
expenses at the discretion ol the Coroner ; 
thorn shall be a " Coroner's Officer" who 
shall also be a Polico Officer, S'25 per month. 

Mr. DeCosmos thought tho Ices for chem- 
ical analysis should be fixed, and also that 
tne witnesses' fees should uot bo left lo the 
discretion of the Coroner. 

Mr. C. B. Young said he thought they 
were here to legislate for the country, aud 
nol for individuals. We had a Mayor's bill, 
a Registrar's bill, a Coroner's bill, arid wc 
would soon have every oliicial bringing in a 
bill lo secure his position. He thought the 
proposed mode of fixing tho fees was pre- 
nosterous; Ihe Coroner would need to bo 
a very discreet man indeed lo have so much 
Itft to his discretion. (A laugh.) Ho thought 
the fees exhorbitunt. There was really no 
Coroner ut all here ; it was only a tempi rnry 
appointment from time to time. II wo were 
to have a Coroner's bill let lis havo the Cor- 
oner elective ; bul ho (Mr. Young) was op- 
posed lo having a Coroner al all. Lot any .1 us- 
tice of iho Peace act as Coroner whan occasion 
required. It was ridiculous to make the 
Cliiel Justice ex ojficio a Coroner. The fact 
was this was entirely a personal bill with the 
hon. proposer, and he (Mr. Voung) would 
certainly do all in his power lo throw it out. 

Dr. Dickson said' the hon. gentleman 
seemed boiling over with warmth and nearly 
on iho point of explosion over this bill. He 
was evidently poorly informed on the ques- 
tion, as the very points he had objected to 
wore taken from the English act ; in fact, 
ihe whole bill, except the money clause, wis 
taken from impeiinl statute. As far as there 
being no coroner here that was not a point 
for the hon. gentleman to determine (hear, 
hear|. Aa lo coroners being elective, there 
were different kinds ol coroners in England, 
some being elective, soma appointed and 
some ex officio. 

Mr. Young said he had it from the 
coroner himself, thai he did nol know whether 
he was u coroner or not (order). 

Dr. Dickson most flatly contradicted the 
hon. gentleman ; he had never made any 
such statement. 

The Chairman called Mr. Young to order. 
■ Dr. Trimble said there could ha no differ- 
ence of opinion among hon. members us to 
the need of such a bill as proposed. 

Mr. Franklin supported the bill, although 
it was perhaps rather unfortunate that it 
should be introduced by tho coroner himself. 
'I he fees proposed were perhaps reasonable, 
but he objeoted to tho witness's fees being 
loft at the discretion of the coroner. 

Dr. Helrncken said the hon. junior member 
for ihe ciiy had said we had neither a 
coroner nor coroner's law in tho colony ; if 
that was nol tho strongest argument for this 
bill he did know what was I (hear, hear). The 
coroner's cilice, was u very peculiar one, 
being in some measure aoove ihe Crown ; 
hon. members would remember a case where 
a British soldier had been f] igged lo death, 
and although all tho influence of the Crown 
was brought to bear against tho coroner, he 
hud proceeded with his inquest. As to the 
present debale, he would only say to hon. 
members (hat in any future debate, thoy 
should not bring in anything that had been 
said outside. They had no authority for 
doing so (hear, hear). 

The committee granted leave to bring in 
tho bill. 

HARBOR AFFAIRS,

THE CHARGE OF BRIBERY. 

[before thk stipendiary magistrate and 

v MAJOR FOSTER, J P.] 

The chargo against Superintendent Smith, 
of receiving brihaa from tho proprietors ol 
saloons in this city for permitting gambling 
to bo carried on, was resumed yesterday in 
the Polico Court. The court room was 
crowded with spectators. 

John C. Kcaian, sworn, and examined by 
Mr. Copland. — I am proprietor ol ihe Fash- 
ion hotel ; I have paid money to the accused 
for other parlies, not for myself; il was for 
two persona named Stephen Fargo and 
Marks, or rather Lloyd H. Bowers, as Marks 
paid it for liowers; the arrangement made 
with Sergeant Blake was thai when the game 
was going on they would pay him iru a night, 
and if they had no game they would pay 
nothing ; there was no further understanding ; 
there has been 110 gambling going on in my 
house since the winter of . '02, 'till ; there was 
no understanding of any nature whatever 
about this money being shared by any other 
person ; the money was to prevent tho par- 
ties from being intruded upon while thoy 
were carrying on their game — 1 suppose by 
tho police ; Blake was then, I behove, Ser- 
geant in the police; I believe tho whole com» 
muuiiy knew there was gambling going on 
there ; there was no secret about il ; there 
was gambling going 011 all over tha town in 
those days ; it was quite possible for tho 
Superintendent of Police or nny other 
person to havo been awaro of Iho lact ; 
There was no understanding about tho money 
that I know of except thai I was lo pay Blake 
the money. 1 do nol know to what use il was 
to be applied and care less. 1 had no under- 
standing myself with lllaku as 10 its disposi- 
tion. .Marks and Fargo would pay me So 
for every night in tho week ou which thoy 
pluyed and 1 handed il to lilake, if you keep 
me hero all day i can tell you no moro. The 
Superintendent never interfered with tho 
gambling nor anyone else. 

By the Court — The gambling was carried 
on in Iho most private manner possible ; 
there were double doors and a door-keeper ; 
there were shutters on the windows to exclude 
every means of light uud a signal bell was 
used. 

John Gtorgt Taylor — I am a private night 
watchman ; not one of the police. I had 
a ( ouversation with Mr. Smith aboui a squaw 
somebody had taken from Mr. Foueault. Il 
was about a year ago Mr. Suiitn said Fou- 
eault gave him inon?y and he divided it with 
Blake It was for getting ihe squaw back. 
Ho did not tell me the amount. I have spoken 
to Mr. Smith about gambling houses within 
the last twelve months, lie told mo when 1 
have been knocking round at night that 1 
could keep an eye on iho gambling houses, 
J and il there was any danger of the police 
coming down upon them to inform the par- 
I ties Mr. Smith knew there was gambling 
within the last twolvo months, eighteen 
I mouths or thiee years. I don't know of uny 
! particular house he mentioned. I knew the 
! house- as well as ho did. It was a general 
i statement. 

,'uror Al. Foueault sworn — I am a broker 
1 and real estate agent ; I have paid money 10 
tbe superintendent of police; I gave aim 
6200 about 22 months agi. About two years 
I ago I had a squaw in my house ; Blake came 
I lo ; rno and said I was keeping the woman 
I there against her will, and as a sergeant, ho 
said, he camo to see her and let her go if she 
wanted to ; I told him to come in ami ask 
, her : ho did so ; she replied lhat she did nut 
want to leave. About a month or six weeks 
I alter, Sergeant lilake and special officer 
Taylor came to my house and watched me 
out (I was told so) ; they took the squaw and 
$81:50 away in money; I told Ihe superin- 
tendent ol polico what they had done ; he 
asked mo il I wanted a warrant taken out 
against them ; I said " uo, I don't want to 
go into the Piiliea Court about a squaw, hut 
if you caii get her aud the money back, 1 
will give you $200;" the next day Hlake 
brought tho squaw back, and seeing Mr. 
Smith in my house ho ran away ; I never saw 
the money back nguin ; I paid tbe S200 lo 
Mr. Smith up in his room. 

Lewis J. Shapard, sworn. — I am proprie- 
tor of the Conloderate Saloon ; I opened the 
house a year ago last August ; business was 
very dull, nod I had several rooms unoccu- 
pied : some gamblers applied to me fir tbe 
use of them ; 1 told them I was afraid to let 
them havo the rooms foi gambling for fear 
of prosecution by the polico and having my 
license taken Ironi me ; they named other 
houses which were paying Mr. Smith, Super- 
intendent of Polico, for the privilege of 
gambling, and Mr. Geurge Roberts, now 
dead, requested me to see .Smith ; I did 10, 
and had a private interview with him in his 
room ; I told him that I had olfers lor mv 
rooms from gamblers, and that 1 understood 
there was such a ibinjf as buying Iho police 
from troubling them, and if lhat could be 
done I should like tu muku such an arrange- 
ment ; 1 told him 1 heard lhal the Fash- 
ion was paying five dollars a night, 
but that as I was only beginning 1 did not 
know wdial 1 could alford to pay. Ho replied 
that any arrangement thul would suit mo 
would suit him, aad 1 might pay him what- 
ever 1 thought correct: at Ihe same lime he 
said the Occidental was paying §20 a week. 
The Fashion %?5 a night. I gave him .*20 
and said I would give lhat sum weekly if 1 
could afford it ; allerwurds I paid him $10 a 
week. 1 told ti 1 111 when the arrangement was 
made that 1 gave him the money lo keep the 
police from troubling me, and ho promised 
mo il complaint were made to notily me 
beforo the polico arrived, so that the rooma 
might be cleared. The iulonlion ol this was 
to defeat the ends of justice. 

By Mr. McCreigbt — On referring to my 
book, I observed Ihe oilier day [but I paid 
one sum of 320, and 810 fur" three or lour 
weeks. The entries aio made for u " raffle," 
lo avoid trouble in ease the books had to bo 
referred to, 

To .Mr Copland — There were no proceed- 
ings taken against me for permitting gambl- 
ing in my house. 

Hy the Court — It was in November I made 
the proposition to Mr Smith and paid him 
the $20. lam not positive thai tbe Occidental 
was iho house ho said lhat paid $20 a week 
it might have been some other house, 
This closed the ease for tho crown. 
Mr McCroight said he should reserve ins 
defence. 

The case was; sent up for trial. 
Mr. Copland asked the bench to increase 
ihe bail and tu direct that the witnesses' 
should ho justified. 

Mr Mn Ireigh 1 said ho thought the bail 
was suffici ntly heavy already for a charge 
ol misdemeanor. 

The bench decided lo double the bail, 
making il $8000, and on the application of 
counsel, lour BUrelios rl ¥1000 each, were 
substituted lor two ol $2000 each, the ac- 
cused entering into personal recognisance in 
Urn sum ol 81000.

The Company was organised June I, lbfii. and 
immediately commenced work by mining the 
principal seam in the lace "f the clui, aiiout twen- 
ty-live feet above high water mark. At tho same 
time they engaged the services of the most ex- 
perienced mining engineer in the country (Mr. 
Landale) to examine the mine and adiacenl for- 
mations, and report upon the same, and to advise 
the Company as to their future operations. 

Mr. Landale reported that " a mine had been 
driven into coal, cropping out ubout four miles 
west of 1'illar Point, and after crossing two faults 
got into clean coal 21K inches thick," lhat it has 
boon thrown up by a fault," or to use Ins own 
language, " a great penine fault, traceable fur at 
least nine miles from Pillar Point westward." "It 
not unfrequently happens," he says, "that a 
great disturbance like this leaves the field com- 
paratively clean, I therefore directed my attention 
to the other side of the range and lands beyond 
it, examining the inner side of the bluff aad 
Clallam River and several small streams uud 
ridges in the valley. 

" The inner side of the range on Ihe west end 
is nearly vertical, gradually flattening as you pro- 
ceed eastward, presenting a line, gently undula- 
ting siirfsce ; I examined the sides of several 
small ridges in dilferent parts of the valley, and 
got a suit yellow sandstone in each of them ; but 
could neither get anything like inclination or 
thickness ; this sandstone gives one some idea of 
continuity, and the probability is that a series of 
small detached (coal) basins extend south, one 
after another, for a great distance inland." 

Mr. Landale further says, that the fossils, 
which he found in great abundance indicate that 
the Held is one of recent date. "There is hardly 
a«haloor sandstone that does nol contain .car- 
bonised vegetable matter, in or through them, 
which tends to show tnat the deposit will not be 
regular, and all the beds will be subject to thick- 
ening and thinning at intervals." And he recom- 
mends that while the present mine be used as a 
stand-by for samples, lhat a bore should he put 
down at a point on the other side of the bluff and 
about a mile from Clallam Hay ; and gives his 
reasons for supposing " that the original twenty 
two inch seam would he found at a reasonable 
depth." This point, Mr. Landale continues, " is 
I alio at a reasonable distance from the cross ridge 
[ or fault, and comparatively beyond its influence." 
! " Lastly," Mr. Landale says, in recommending 
I the bore, " a depth of fifty fathoms will most 
! likely expose new and perhaps thicker coals, 
j The 22-inch scam of coal will yield about 2250 
J tons per acre, but I am unable to p^ivc even an ap- 
proximate number of acres in which it will be 
I found, il is ray opinion that the whole space 
colored pink on roup, will l»e bearing ground. " 
The space Mr. Landale mentions as colored pink 
would cover more than 15,000 acres, and at *,2.5U 
! tons per acre would hold about thirty -three mil- 
lions of tons, or coal enough, supposing the mine 
j to yield ellKI tons per day, to last dllO years. ' 
I Mr. Landale says he is "of opinion that the 
coal will make a capital steam coal" and that 
I "coat in this locality would have many advanta- 
ges over nny field yet discovered." 
i In conclusion Mr. Landale say;, "If tho bore 
is successful, a shaft should be sunk and a level 
driven about 300 yards, without breaking rooms , 
; if that breadth is obtained, I think working may 
i be commenced briskly ; a tramway can be easily 
' laid to any point of the Hay (Clallam Hay) with- 
t out encountering any engineering dirnculties, 
and I do not think a wharf with slniles would be 
a difficult undertaking.' 

In conformity with Mr. Landalo's advice a bore 
wis put dow r n t.l the r,oint he recommended and 
the 22-inph stJin w-.s reached un the 12th Sep- 
tember last, at \ depth of 23 fathoms. The Com- 
pany'int. nd to jontinue boring in hopes of find- 
ing the thicker coals which Mr. Landale expects 
will be found there. His judgment Ins been so 
happily proved in the former instance thai tho 
company have ihe greater confidence in continu- 
ing to folloiv his advice.

The 
lady's name is Cerqueina Luna, widow of a 
Hrnzilliun diplomatic minister. She i3 poor, 
and has been educating young ladies. A 
eVumpery quarn 1 bo' v-aj n Iter sun anil a yni;ng 
Hrtustllian, living in Tuiz da Fora, caused u 
relative of this last to send a strong black, a 
slave, to horsewhip young Luna. His screams 
brought out his poor old mother, and the 
slave horsewhipped her also. Many Brazil- 
liana wcro present, but Irom fear an 1 terror 
ol the powerful black no ouo interfered 
bodily ; ono is said to have called out to the 
black to slop, ami the slave then turned 
upon him. It was about 3 p. m,, and in the 
High street. Our uonsol hns taken the matter 
ap earnestly ; tho English lady, a widow, is 
entitled to English protection. It is said that 
tho Emperor has expressed his determination 
that justice shall be done in the horrid affair. 
The family of tho slave's master is powerful, 
and you know already that tho rule here is 
that money and power can procure an ac- 
quittal. This affair, 1 Ihink, will excile a 
senBation in England."

Ono thing is certain, that the 
hero was not embellished in person when he 
reappeared in the presence ol Lady Hamilton 
in dune IT'.IS. It was a critical moment with 
the bravo admiral. He had not only allowed

but ho had also lelt ilulta at the mercy el veloped, and the spirits rise. Into Uolloway'i 
tlie enemy, and permitted thirty thousand | preparations tint a trace of mercury, or other 
men to be disembarked at Alexandria.

He hud been struck on the 
forehead by a falling yard, and the integu- 
ments, borne down over his only remaining 
eye, hud to bo replaced into their proper po- 
sition and then duly retained there by plas- 
ters ami bandages. It was in such a plight 
that iho triumphant hero made his reappear- 
ance at Naples, but then ho was also tho vic- 
tor of the Nile— the conqueror of Aboukir 
(Abu kir, father of pitch). Yet we are told, 
aud askel I') believe, that so unbounded was 
the joy experienced at Naples at this victory 
over the aggressive Republicans, that the 
daughter ol Maria Theresa, Iho haughty sis- 
ter of the equally haughty Maiie Antoinette, 
spoke to Lady Hamilton in the following 
terms : " My beloved ICmma, in order that I 
may remain King. nnd. in consequence, in 
oiiler that you shall remain Queen, and that 
this man cliall belong to us, you must belong 
10 him."
